Edward Stanwood, Man of Letters nnd Affairs, Has Written the
Standard History of the Presidency—Plays Whist and
Courts bleep by Extracting the Cube Roqt

Mr. Htan
wood retired from the Advertissr when
thers was & change of ewnership In 1883
and beoame managing editor of a waekly
paper of national clroulation. The greater
loelwure there gave him time to producs his
bouk In its fArst form.

In all the yoars since then he has bean
working on It, revising It, polishing it, cor-
recting and recasting, untll the last edition
just from the presa I8 In the form which
pleases him. It brings the history up o
the elections of Wilson in 1013, with an
appendix giving the platforms and candl-
dates this year

When Mr. Stanwood's sescond book of
consequence was published & few yoars
ngoe, "American Tarift Controversies of the
Nineteenth Century.” 1 asked him about
how It was selling after it had been on
the market s few weekn Ho confesned
that It was not & “popular success” In the
senne of becoming a best peller

“But," ha continued, "1 am not writing
books to make money. I want to leave
behind me a few books with my name on
the title page of which my children can
be proud.”

That is the spirit in which he has worked
He has spent weeks to my knowledge In
tracing down & alngle fact. He does not
make a statement without verifying It and
can put hin fnger on hin authority If ques-
tioned. His memory is more tenaclous of
detall than that of any other man | ever
mel. When he ia sleeplean he calms him-
self by extracting the cube root of numbers
In the billlone, using neither pencil nor
paper, but keeping the figures in his mind
When he wakes In the morning he can re-
eall the problem as he left it to fall asleep

the tariff Is impartial and recites the hia-

It l» this determination to get at the truth
which has mads his history of the presi-
dency the standard and authoritative work
In the field. It stands alone, Although sev-
#ral other books have been written on the
same subject. they are not to ba compared
with his. Home of tham are palpably
nothing more than a rewriting and reas-
sembling of the finformation which Mr.
Stanwood has collected. That by the Iate
Colonesl MoClure, of this city, reproduced
the tables of election returns from the sarly
editions of Mr. Stanwood's booka with the
Innccurncies that they contalned. It is sald
that there were typographical errors In
some of the tables, and that these, too,
wera copled. Mr. Stanwood himself eor-
rected all the Innccuracies In later sditiona
